I have had men who were born and 
raised in Mexico and whose intimate 
acquaintance was among the poor, 
insist that in their section of country 
BO per cent was nearer the truth. In 
this, as in everything else, there is 
a wide range; in some sections IO 
per cent would cover this undesir­ 
able condition. 
This evil is not in reality so bad as 
it sounds, and is partly due to the 
criminal boggishness and stupidity j 
of both the church and state. 
The j 
state does not regard 
the church 
marriage as legal; 
the church re­ 
fuses to sanction the civil contract 
of the state. 
Hence for a Catholic 
to remain in good standing he must 
have the church wedding; and for 
his children to be legitim ate before 
the law he must have the civil m ar­ 
riage also. 
Now the spirit 
of Corte*---take 
everything you can away from other 
people—pervades not only the state, 
but with rare exceptions the priest­ 
hood who charge all and often more 
than the traffic will bear. 
Marriage 
has been an expensive luxury. 
So poor Juan, whose m eager wage 
and hopeless condition has never en­ 
abled him to save the quite astonish­ 
ingly large number of pesos required 
for the two conventional marriages, 
takes to himself a common-law wife. 
These often live together until death 
do them part, and children are born 
quite as satisfactorily and numer­ 
ously as with the benediction (for 
payment) of priest or magistrate. 
Often they tire of each other and 
swap around, which, of course, is a 
weak thread in the fabric of society. 
Many Are Chaste, 
Perhaps. I should here give my 
opinion formed after much consid­ 
eration, and corroborated by Ameri­ 
can men and women of long resi­ 
dence in and close intim acy with 
conditions in Mexico. 
Mexican wo­ 
men of the better and middle classes 
and many of the poor are as chaste 
and true to their m arriage vows and 
make as good and faithful wives and 
mothers as do American women.

First, 
the women are very religious and

tion of the intestines.

this, he show ed the physicians pres­ 
ent a num ber of m edical and surgical 
instrum ents used by his great-grand­ 
father in the m iddle 
of the 
eight­ 
eenth century. 
It was not until Dr. Cushm an had 
read half of his paper th at his audi­ 
ence realized the m ethods of tre a t­ 
m ent advocated in the trea tise w ere 
m ethods in vogue 
practically 
two 
centuries ago. 
W hen the assem bled 
physicians w ere aw are th a t it was 
“ancient h istory’’ th a t Dr. Cushm an 
was presenting, a general laugh w ent 
up. 
The paper read 
by 
Dr. C ush­ 
m an showed th a t bleeding was one of 
the m ethods m ost generally resorted 
to by physicians tw o centuries ago in 
the treatm ent of intestinal ailm ents.

A poultry departm ent In the Farm 
Bureau la In contemplation by many 
poultry growers of the county. A 
need for such a departm ent is be­ 
coming more apparent every day. 
The general center meeting does not 
offer 
the 
specialized 
program of 
thought and discussion that would 
interest the average poultryman. 
If a special departm ent were or­ 
ganised within the Farm Bureau in 
much the same m anner as t^e dairy 
department, where the program could 
be carried on for the poultrvmen’s 
interest, a much larger enrollment 
of the egg producers of the conntv 
would result, and thereby a stronger 
pull for educational meetings, dem­ 
onstrations and poultry Institutes. 
Poultry Institutes which have been 
held at Riverside and Los Angeles 
year after year, might be brought to 
Orange county by a strong body of 
poultry producers bringing pressure 
to bear on the proper authorities. 
One of the purposes of the Farm 
Bureau Poultry Departm ent will be 
to attract more of the institutes and 
demonstrations to this county. 
A mass meeting will be called In 
the near future for the purpose of 
disclosing this new department. 
The Farm Bureau has arranged 
six poultry culling demonstrations, I 
to be held as follows:

Much of the 
present cry of shortage of labor 
could be alleviated by a sys­ 
tematic filing of the names of 
ranchers in this office, that may 
require help during the summer 
months or any time of the year 
for that matter.

county. This department would 
serve the needs of the farm er 
at any time of the year or such 
time3 as the membership of that 
dept rtm ent may see fit to em­ 
ploy a paid man to assemble 
help.

D epartment of Agriculture special­ 
ists explain that *Tmlk line” is the 
line that marks the point on a scale 
of costs about which the price of 
a commodity m ust hang if an ade­ 
quate number of producers are to be 
kept in the business. 
The 
United States 
Government 
used it during the w ar for price fix­ 
ing in industries other than agricul­ 
ture. setting a price so that 80 to 
90 per cent of a commodity could be 
produced at a profit. A certain per­ 
centage of producers may be 
ex­ 
pected to lose on a given staple in 
any given year, but economists agree 
that if prices sink so low as 
to 
make this percentage very large, say 
as low as the line of the average 
cost of production, so may will lose 
that production of that staple will 
tend to fall off until prices rise to a 
point where they will again cover 
the coat 
of 
the bulk of 
the pro­ 
duct. 
The more generally farm ers study 
their coats and adjust their produc­ 
tion on the basis of costs and prices 
the more readily will economic forces 
operate to maintain production on a 
profitable basts. 
The farm er needs to know 
his 
costs.

CEMETERY MEETING 


LOS ANGELES. Cal., July 7.—Ber- I 
enty-flve million dollars is the esti­ 
mated value of the 1920 cotton crop 
now growing largely on what ten 
years ago was barren desert, in Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona. 
Figures compiled by the 
Pacific 
Cotton Exchange show 260,550 acres 
planted to long staple cotton 
this 
year in the two states. 
Of this total 130,000 acres is in 1 
the Salt River Valley of Arizona, ir­ 
rigated almost entirely by the Roose­ 
velt dam, which turned the Arizona 
desert into a flower garden almost 
over night 
The California acreage is 43,550 


For the next three or four 
years the increased production of 
agricultural staples 
will 
de­ 
termine largely the restoration 
of world affairs to former placid 
conditions. 
This is a m atter of 
cold fact! 
Europe, at best, must 
have four years to recoup her 
depleted agriculture. 
Argentine 
may produce some surplus beef 
and hides; Australia her usual 
quota of fruit and mutton; Can­ 
ada, grain and dairy products; 
but It is the old guard, the Amer­ 
ican farmer, whose timely 
and 
well-ordered activities until the 
year 1925 will determine the real 
world struggle of providing the 
actual agricultural products re­ 
quired to sustain the needy mil­ 
lions of all nations and races— 
no longer bounded 
by 
formal 
lines, but including the 
Orient 
and Occident alike! 
As in every such crisis in the 
past, we must be prepared for 
untoward 
physical 
conditions 
which may only serve to aggra­ 
vate and intensify a distressed 
situation. 
Unheralded 
climatic 
conditions, early or late frosts, 
excessive drought 
and 
unfore­ 
seen crop failures, not alone in 
this state and country, but in­ 
deed in the farming centers of 
foreign countries, are neither 
improbable or unlikely. 
Speak­ 
ing for California agriculture, we 
may say generally that in the 
past we have been blessed with 
years of plenty, when compared 
with uncertain, disastrous agri­ 
cultural ventures in other parts 


of the world, and now, without a 
vestige of pessimistic 
forecast 
but with forethought 
and 
pru­ 
dence, farmer and business man 
alike should 
prepare for “the 
seven lean years.” That the lean 
years may fail to materialize for 
us will be a m atter of good for­ 
tune and would serve to release 
for inland use and 
for export 
such of the foodstuffs In excess 
of our needs as could he spared 
—beans, 
rice, 
cereals. 
dried 
fruits, animal 
and 
dairy prod­ 
ucts, cotton, etc. 
A market is waiting for every 
pound and ton of such staples 
that California can produce and 
a t 
values 
which 
will 
equal 
those of former years, provided 
the labor now concentrated in 
better paying city work will per­ 
mit intensive production. 
In order to secure the maxi­ 
mum results from our agricultur­ 
al activities it is necessary and 
indeed vitally essential 
that 
a 
better and closer understanding 
be promoted 
and 
fostered be­ 
tween the farm er interests and 
our city business, since 
it 
is 
only through the well-being of 
each that the other may hope to 
reap the benefits that properly 
should accrue. 
We must come to realize that 
this m atter has now assumed the 
aspect of a National issue and no 
expense of county, city, state or 
even the nation, will be too great. 
lf it will insure an ample supply 
of staples to meet the world's 
demand for 
the 
coming 
four 
years.

If the pig helps himself to Just j 
as much feed as he wants and at 
any time he wants It, his owner 
saves labor and saves feed. At the 
same time the pig grows to m arket­ 
able weight in less time. This Is all 
accompanied by th* use of the self- 
feeder. 
At the Iowa experiment station 
pigs fed on corn and tankage In a 
self-feeder were grown to a weight 
of 250 pounds at a saving of twenty- 
one pounds of grain and twenty-six 
days less time than a similar lot of 
pigs which were hand fed. 
While the self-feeder can be used 
to a considerable advantage 
with 
fattening pigs, care must be exer­ 
cised in using It for the .breeding 
herd to see that the pigs do not 
become too fat and lazy. 
A number of feeds have proven 
successful for growing breeding stock j 
and m arket stock by the self-feeder 
method, among which are: (I) mid­ 
dlings, oats, tankage, charcoal and 
salt; (2) crushed oats, shorts and 
tankage, and (3) corn, oatB, shorts 
and tankage. 
These feeds should not be mixed, 
but each feed of the combination 
should be plaoed in a separate com­ 
partm ent so that the pig can get 
as much of it as his appetite de­ 
mands. Growing animals 
intended 
either for breeding use or for mar­ 
ket should be allowed access to pas­ 
ture to supplement the ration of the 
self-feeder. 
The county agent can give plans 
and directions 
for making 
a self- 
feeder and any boy who is handy 
with tools can make one. Its use will 
be satisfactory to both the pig and 
its owner; to the pig because he 
can help himself and to the owner 
because of the rapl(k and economical 
gains made.

The puncture vine is indigenous to 
the borders of the Sahara and had* 
early spread throughout the Medlter-i 
ranean region and eastward to Hin-j 
dustan and Lake Baikal. 
It was 
brought to the United States in bal-i 
last from ships, and was carried in­ 
to California by the railroads. 
In 
the hot, dry clim ate and fertile soil 
of our interior valleys it has found 
conditions even more favorable to 
its growth than 
its 
native desert 
habitat. From a fed small patches in 
the vicinity of Bakersfledr IO years 
ago it has spread over a large area in 
Kern county and is following the 
highways and railways up the San 
Joaquin valley and down across the 
Tehachapi pass.

Intelligent Plants 


In a recent book. Royal Dixon maintains that plants have " a human 
side." 
He tells of planU that walk, plants that swim, plants that fly— or 
at least use airplanes to enable their seeds to fly. of plants that fish, that 
keep servants and domestic animals, that use animals for transportation, 
that forecast the weather and tell the time of day and accomplish many 
other marvels that seem to ape human intelligence. 
We know, of course, that plants are not really "human,” as that term 
is usually understood, and that they are not even on a par with the animals 
that we consider so far beneath us. 
But it is admittedly hard to tell just 
where to draw the line between plants and animals, and animals and men, 
and the more one studies nature with an open mind, the more there does 
seem to be some sort of intelligence and feeling common to all living things. 
Samuel Butler, in one of his hooks, maintains that both plants and 
animals actually do possess intelligence, not merely of a human sort, but 
in some particulars above the human standard. 
He accounts for all such 
marvels as those mentioned above by explaining that the plants know ex­ 
actly what they are about— that they do what they do because, in the 
course of long and shrewd experimentation, they have found that that is 
the best way for them to get along. 
Likewise with animals. 
The chicken 
creates an egg, he says, because the chicken has learned exactly how to do 
it. with a definite purpose in view; and the egg in turn creates a chicken 
because the egg knows by oft-repeated experience just how to go about that 
wonderful task. 
The acorn produces an oak because it wants to do it, and 
knows how. 
The flowering plant knows all about bees, and produce* 
I flowers especially designed to attract them and have them distribute its 


P° ^The knowledge of the plant or animal is all the more perfect, Butler 
argues, because it is so largely “ unconscious.” 
We ourselves only know 
perfectly, he reminds us, those things that we have done so often that we 
have learned to do them automatically. That is the way with the bees and 
ants. 
When you are conscious of knowing a thing, he says, you do not 


know it absolutely.
